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E.C  .C.  COMMITTEE  RESTRUCTURES 


MEETING  ENDS  ON  SOUR  NOTE 


At  their  last  meeting, 
last  Wednesday,  the 
Research  and  Graduate 
Studies  of  E.C.C.  met  with 
the  primary  purpose  of 
electing  a  new  chairman  so 
that  the  work  of  the 
Committee  could  begin. 
This  was  soon  delayed  by  a 
motion  put  forward  by 
Prof.  J.  Webster  that  the 
Committee  resign  in  toto 
feeling  that  the  E.C.C. 
action  putting  two 
undergraduates  and  two 
graduate  students  on  the 
Committee,  was  a  vote  of 
no  confidence  in  the 
recommendations  of  the 
Committee. 

The  most  practical 
statements  came  from  Prof. 


V.A.  DeLuca  who  felt  that 
each  member  had  the 
opportunity  to  resign  if  he 
was  inclined  to  do  so  and 
that  a  resolution  calling  for 
mass  resignation  could  only 
result  in  another  unwanted 
and  unneeded  delay.  Prof. 
J.E.  Floyd  agreed  and  felt 
that,  since  the  Committee 
had  already  been  structured 
by  the  E.C.C,  it  ought  to 
cease  debating  and  get  to 
work. 

This  was  not  the  case, 
however,  as  it  soon  became 
apparent  that  the  feeling  of 
the  faculty  members  of  the 
Committee  was  to  split  the 
Committee  into  a 
Sub-Committee  as  was  done 


by  the  E.C.C.  to  the 
Scholarships  and  Awards 
Committee.  This 
Sub-Committee,  with  no 
student  representation, 
would  make  all  the 
decisions  as  to  the  types  of 
research  to  be  done  on  the 
Erindale  Campus  and  the 
amount  of  money  to  be 
made  available  for  it. 

This  move  was  opposed 
by  John  Kanakos,  the  only 
official  student 
representative  present,  on 
the  basis  that  the  E.C.C. 
could  have  made  this  move 
at  its  last  meeting  as  the 
precedent  had  already  been 
set  by  the  Scholarships  and 
Awards  debate  and  ensuing 
resolution.

If  it  had 
succeeded  we  could  have  had  a  short  ski 
week,  but  alas,  'twas  not  to  be.

And  as  you  will  remember,  there  was  a 
'eferendum    on    the   subject   of  parity   in 
lovember.  Here  are  those  figures:

The  total  number  of  votes  in  November 
was  5,874.  And  the  total  of  this  vote  was 
8,195.  Yet  there  are  about  12,323  (closest 


approximation  available)  students  in  this 
faculty. 

So  in  reality,  despite  the  Varsity's 
claim  that  the  vote  in  November  was  an 
overwhelming  victory  for  the  forces  of 
parity  with  an  88.5%  vote  in  favour,  only 
48%  of  those  enfranchised  voted,  and  of 
the  total  only  about  41%  voted  in  favour  of 
parity.  In  the  referendum  we  just  had  only 
about  32%  voted  in  favour  of  the  strike. 

So  it  really  wasn't  all  that  close.  Over 
the  whole  faculty  68%  either  did  not  vote 
or  voted  against  the  strike. 

At  Erindale  the  vote  wasn't  even  that 
close.  Only  about  24%  of  the  student  body 
voted  in  favour  of  a  strike  and  only  38% 
voted  for  parity  in  November.

On  Thursday,  January 
28th,  at  1 1  a.m.  there  was  a 
mass  meeting  held  in  the 
cafeteria., The  purpose  was 
to  educate  the  students  of 
Erindale  on  the  results  of 
the  strike  vote  and  to  decide 
upon  a  future  course  of 
action  of  Erindale  by  the 
students. 

Approximately  150 
students  and  eight  faculty 
showed  up  for  this  meeting, 
with  the  paper,  radio  SAGE 
and  SAC  reps  making  up  a 
large  percentage  of  the 
turnout.  Bob  Rudolf,  our 
SAGE  president,  began  the 
discussion  session  by 
questioning  student  interest 
in  this  matter,  with  specific 
reference  to  the  lack  of 
interest  shown  towards  the 
E.C.C.  restructuring 
committee.  Only  one 
student  had  applied  for  a 
position  on  the  committee. 
This  was  further 
exemplified  by  Phil  Dack, 
SAC  rep,  who  also 
attempted  to  explain  the 
parity  issue. 

Gord  Richardson  took 
the  opposite  stand  by 
explaining  his  doubts  about 
the  value  of  student  parity

on  all  committees.  Rather, 
he  felt  that  parity  was  only 
viable  on  specific  counts 
and  a  strike  was  not  the  way 
to  go  about  reaching  these 
goals.  His  views  were  well 
expressed  in  the  last 
Erindalian. 

The  meeting  then  took 
a  new  direction  as  some  of 
the  students  began  to 
question  what  had  been 
said.  Part  two  of  the 
meeting's  purpose  was 
achieved.  They  began  to 
question  the  results  and 
what  they  meant.  Paul 
Moran  presented  a  motion 
for  further  action,  an 
education  session  on 
student  government  in 
Monday's  classes  with 
professorial  permission, 
followed  by  those  interested 
attending  the  Arts  and 
"Science  Faculty  Council 
Meeting  on  Monday  at  4:30 
p.m. 

During  the  discussion 
that  followed,  he  made 
reference  to  the  way  that 
3rd  year  History  students 
were  shafted  by  downtown. 
Bob  Rudolf  expressed  a 
"lack  of  want  of  parity"  at 
this    time   by   the   students 


which  was  countered  by 
Phil  Dack's  statement  that  it 
was  rather  "a  lack  of 
knowledge"  that  had  led  to 
the  disinterest.  By  this  time 
the  meeting  started  to 
become  disoriented  with  the 
student  body  beginning  to. 
become  vocally  involved. 
After  a  majority  vote  for 
Paul  Moran's  motion, 
students  began  to  call  parity 
a  "useless  issue"  and 
questioned  why  they  should 
have  classes  cancelled  if 
they  wanted  nothing  to  be 
done  with  the  action.  The 
issue  became  a  tennis  ball 
between  students  until  Jim 
MacLachlan  rose  and  began 
to  explain  the  origin  of 
strikes.  Upon  this  note  the 
L.G.M.B.  (Lady  Godiva 
Memorial  Band)  entered  at  a 
well  timed  moment. 

In  the  opinion  of  many 
people  the  meeting  was  a 
success.  Students  became 
involved  and  even  carried  on 
the  discussions  raised  after 
the  meeting.  Indeed,  some 
of  the  people  plan  on 
following  through  with 
Paul's  motion.  Who  says 
Erindale  students  are 
apathetic? 


AN  EVENING  WITH  IRVING  LAYTON

Approaching  room  292 
on  Thursday  night,  I  was  a 
bit  apprehensive,  perhaps 
skeptical.  What  other 
Canadian  poet  demands 
$200  for  a  lecture  and 
reading  of  his  own  work? 

It's  a  giant  rip-off,  I  said 
to  myself  and  my  friends.  I 
never  liked  Layton. 

Nobody  seems  to  know 
who  he  was.  Is  that  him? 
Finally  the  man  himself 
made  an  appearance,  and 
you  could  feel  it  before  you 
saw  it.  He  sort  of  skulked 
into  the  room,  low-slung 
and  greying,  an  old 
predator. 

Layton  began  his  talk 
with  a  few  reminiscences  of 
his  childhood  in  Montreal. 
Ho-hum,  I  thought.  He  read 
a  few  poems,  talked.  I  was 
not  impressed. 

After  a  touching  "Mrs. 
Fornheim,   Refugee"   and   a 


humourous  "Misunder- 
standing" which  set  the 
audience  at  ease,  Layton 
proceeded  with  a  brief 
dissertation  on  the 
development  of  the  man, 
moral  vs.  technological.  He 
touched  us  with  what  he 
called  "a  moment  of  despair 
and  apocalyptic  vision"  in 
"The  Improved  Binoculars". 


Something  snapped  in 
me  like  the  sounds  of  a 
Chekhov  play,  and  I  became 
completely  under  the  spell 
of  the  man,  entangled  in  the 
web  of  words  and  images  he 
gave  us.

The  question  of  parity  between  faculty  and 
students  in  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science  seems  to  me  to  be  largely  misconceived.  It 
rather  concerns  me  that  both  sides  of  the  present 
argument  have  ignored  the  real  nature  of  the 
modern  university,  and  the  rights  of  all  those  who 
are  affected  by  its  decisions. 

The  contemporary  Canadian  university  is  a 
public  agency,  financially  dependent  on 
government  grants.  It  exists  as  a  result  of  a  kind  of 
contract,  in  which  faculty,  students  and  the 
community  all  participate.  Students  enter, 
expecting  a  certain  kind  of  education  with  certain 
kinds  of  prospects.  Faculty  undertake  to  teach,  in 
return  for  certain  guarantees  of  intellectual 
independence.  The  community  —  parents, 
taxpayers,  public  spirited  (or  tax-evading) 
benefactors  pay  the  costs.  Any  decision  making 
body,  even  in  so  modest  an  organism  as  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  which  ignores  this 
three-way  contribution  seems  to  me  to  be  wrong  in 
principle. 

There  is  another  problem  underlying  the  parity 
dispute,  which  few  people  seem  to  be  raising.  It  is 
that  the  university  is  now  essentially  a  trade 
school,  delivering  certificates  of  qualification 
which  improves  life  chances  (if  not  necessarily 
proficiency.)  Universities  also  serve  the  state  by 
mopping  up  young  people  who  might  otherwise  be 
unemployed.  If  the  community  were  more  closely 
in  touch  with  universities,  it  would  appreciate  that 
neither  of  these  public  duties  are  very  well 
performed.  The  parity  dispute  is  only 
symptomatic.  The  faculty  members  suspect  that 
few  students  share  any  profound  commitment  to 
knowledge  or  to  really  free  expression.  Students 
chafe  at  restrictions  and  academic  irrelevance 
because  they  resent  being  cut  off  from  the  real 
world  long  after  their  maturity . 

The  solution  does  not  really  lie  in  such  tired 
symbols  as  parity.  If  administrators  and  their 
student  allies  did  not  need  an  occasional  reminder 
that  principle  is  occasionally  better  than  peace  and 
quiet,  the  issue  could  have  been  conceded.  The  real 
answers  must  come  from  the  society  outside,  so 
rigidly  excluded  from  the  debate. 

Surely  most  of  the  strains  in  our  university 
result  from  the  fact  that  we  compel  young  people 
to  spend  a  virtually  unbroken  eighteen  years  in  one 
kind  of  school  or  another,  long  after  they  have  lost 
any  possible  taste  for  education.  At  the  same  time, 
we  make  it  as  difficult  as  we  possibly  can  for  an 
older  man  or  woman,  who  might  have  acquired  a 
genuine  interest  in  Hegel  or  Shakespeare,  together 
with  the  human  experience  to  give  depth  to 
knowledge,  to  come  to  University. 

Universities  filled  with  people  who  wanted  to 
be  there  as  students  or  faculty  could  be  free  of 
tensions  and  irrationality  which  now  pervade  them. 
The  modern  university  is  badly  fitted  as  an 
institution  to  serve  guardian  and  treadmill  for  the 
upward  aspiring  young.  If  the  community  as  a 
whole,  silent  and  uninvolved  observer  of  the  parity 
dispute,  could  be  let  in,  surely  that  is  also  the 
conclusion  it  would  reach.

FUCK  THE  PARITY  ISSUE

I  find  it  pathetic  to  see 
students,  professors  and 
administrators  involved  in  a 
bitter  argument  over  such 
an  insignificant  issue  as 
parity.  Insignificant?  Parity 
in  a  so-called  "democratic" 
institution  should  not  be  an 
issue  at  all,  it  should  be  an 
unquestioned  principle 
which  is  embodied  in  a 
university  government  that 
reflects  the  needs  of  the 
university's  most  important 
component  .  .  .  students. 
Contrary  to  popular  belief 
this  university  is  not 
entirely  for  and 
consequently,  should  not  be 
completely  dominated  by 
the  teaching  staff.  After  all, 
if  it  wasn't  for  students, 
profs  would  have  to  go  out 
into  the  world  and  get  a  job 
just  like  every  other  average 
Joe. 

The  very  fact  that 
parity  is  a  controversial 
issue  shows  that  the 
democratic     principles     to 


which  university 
governments  pay  lip  service 
do  not  weigh  in  their 
decisions  at  all.  The  U  of  T 
has  become  a  monolithic 
institution,  which,  in  being 
self-perpetuating,  has  ceased 
to  function  in  a  LOGICAL 
manner  and  instead 
functions  in  a  BUREAU- 
CRATIC one.  There  is  a 
great  deal  of  difference. 
Being  bureaucratic  in  nature 
(i.e.,  concerned  with 
production  quotas)  the  U  of 
T  has  ceased  to  respond  to 
logical  appeals  for  change 
based  on  the  quality  of 
education  we  are  receiving. 
Instead  all  change  in 
structure  and  roles  within 
the  university  government  is 
based  on  economic 
feasibility  and  political 
stability.  In  short,  the 
quality  of  education  which 
the  students  are  receiving 
has  ceased  to  be  an 
important  factor  in  the 
decision     making     process. 


Pat-ity  is    ixpper-most  in  -f-Ke.  minds  of 


Far  fetched?   Let's  take  an 
example. 

In  the  early  sixties  the 
big  grievance  within 
educational  circles  centered 
around  the  Grade  1 3  final 
examinations  upon  which 
university  entrance  was 
judged.  It  was  pointed  out, 
and  rightly  so,  that  placing 
the  worth  of  a  whole  year 
on  one  set  of  examinations 
in  June  was  plainly 
ridiculous.  From  a  student's 
point  of  view  the 
''departmental' 
examinations  prohibited  the 
educational  process  rather 
than  enhanced  it  and  thus 
should  have  been  changed. 
As  time  passed  the  number 
of  articles,  verbal  attacks 
mounted  but  they 
seemingly  had  no  effect.  It 
was  only  when  the  number 
of  students  increased  to  a 
point  where  it  became 
ADMINISTRATIVELY 
impossible  to  use  the 
departmental  system  did  the 
educational  bureaucracy 
even  consider  change.  My 
point  is  that  the  less 
structured  system  we  went 
through  to  get  Erindale 
College  (admittingly  it  still 
is  in  horrible  shape)  was  a 
result  of  bureaucratic  needs, 
not  educational  needs. 

The  university  runs  on 
the  same  bureaucratic 
principles  of  the  high  school 
system.  It  is  not  concerned 
with  the  quality  of 
education  but  with  political 
stability  and  economic 
security.  Thus  to  change  the 
present  structure,  one  must 
not  appeal  to  logical 
analysis  of  educational 
problems  but  to  a  more 
efficient  operation  of  the 
present  system.  Obviously, 
the  conservative  ruling 
bodies  downtown  are  not 
concerned  with  improving 
the  low  grade  of  education 
we  are  receiving  now.  Their 
main  concern  is  the  efficient 
operation  of  the  mass 
processing  complex  known 
asUofT. 

Taking  into  account  the 
bureaucratic  nature  of  our 
present  system  it  is  not 
surprising  that  such  an 
insignificant  issue  as  parity 
should  be  just  that  -  an 
issue.    If   democracy    was  a 


reality  rather  than  a  myth  in 
university  education  than 
parity  would  be  a  foregone 
conclusion.  The  fact  that 
parity  IS  an  issue  proves 
that  the  great  system  of 
democracy  which  we  hear 
so  much  about  is  only  an 
illusion.  If  students  feel, 
however,  that  they  must 
improve  the  quality  of  their 
education  (which  includes 
democracy  in  place  of 
bureaucracy)  then  I  think 
they  should  use  significant 
issues  which  will  improve 
and  re-structure. 

What  are  significant 
issues?  Here  is  a  list  of 
significant  issues  for  which  I 
would  strike  simply  because 
they  would  improve  the 
education  I  am  receiving, 
not  bury  it  under 
bureaucracy  and  noise. 

1.  U  of  T  students  declare  a 
five  year  moratorium  on  the 
use  of  all  textbooks. 

2.  Students  dissolve  all 
"subjects",  courses  and 
especially  ''course 
requirements". 

3.  Students  limit  each 
teacher  to  three  declarative 
sentences  per  class  and  1 5 
interrogatives. 

4.  Students  prohibit 
teachers  from  asking 
questions  to  which  they 
already  know  the  answer. 

5.  Students  declare  a 
moratorium  on  all  tests  and 
grades. 

6.  Students  classify 
teachers  according  to  their 
ability  and  make  lists 
public. 

7.  Require  all  teachers  to 
take  a  test,  prepared  by 
students,  on  what  their 
students  know. 

8.  U  of  T  students  demand 
that  every  class  be  made 
into  an  elective  that  can 
withhold  the  teacher's 
monthly  cheque  if  his 
students  do  not  show  any 
interest  in  going  to  next 
month's  classes.

Dear  Editor: 

I  voted  against  parity  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science  last  week  because  I 
do  not  believe  that  students 
should  expect  to  have  equal 
rights  with  the  faculty  in 
determining  the  decision  of 
this  council.  I  do  not  say 
that  student  opinion  should 
not  be  represented  on  the 
Council,  but  I  can  not 
accept  that  the  ways  in 
which  students  can 
contribute  to  it  are  as 
valuable  as  those  of  the 
faculty.  Experience 
especially  of  other 
universities  and  of  different 
levels  of  activity  within  a 
university,  of  other 
communities,  even  of  other 
countries,  and  the  ability  to 
make  judgements  that  is 
derived  from  a  disciplined 
intellect     and     a     mature 


capacity  for  articulate 
expression  seem  to  me  the 
qualities  most  essential  in 
this  instance.  To  say  this  is 
not  to  belittle  students. 
Were  the  issue  seen  in  these 
terms  by  more  people  then 
it  seems  unlikely  that  so 
much  violent  and  irrational  { 
argument  on  both  sides 
would  have  arisen. 

Current  student 
propaganda  on  the  issue  is 
deceptive;  it  maintains  first 
that  those  who  do  not 
accept  parity  in  this  context 
are  hard-headed 
reactionaries  who  wish  to 
exclude  students  absolutely 
from  university  government, 
and  second,  that  if  six 
students  are  elected  with  six 
faculty  to  the  committee  to 
restructure  the  Council, 
then  every  student  may  feel 
that  he  has  a  voice  in 
determining  how  his 
University  is  run.  Only 
those  who  are  twice  as 
narrow  minded  as  they 
think  those  "few 
disgruntled  faculty 
members"  whom  they 
castigate  to  be,  and  four 
times  as  stupid,  can  believe 
generalizations  as  naive  as 
these.  There  are  few 
teaching  staff  here  who  do 
not  believe  that  the  special 
contribution  students  make 
to  the  university 
community  is  essential  to  its 
good  organization  and 
well-being.  But  I  hope  there 
are  not  many  students  who 
think  that  if  they  achieve 
parity  on  this  committee 
then  students  and  faculty 
equally  and  together  will 
run  the  university.  It  seems 
to  me  that  the  essential 
weakness  of  the  student 
position  is  its  lack  of 
proportion.  "Parity",  says 
the  Varsity,  "is  symbolical;" 
so  it  may  be,  but  only  in  the 
sense  that  the  immense  and 
wasteful  furore  raised  byj 
this  issue  is  symbolic  and" 
not  real.  It  is  not 
committees  such  as  this 
which  run  the  University  or 
achieve  radical  change.  It  is 
not  bell-ringing, 
masquerades,  slogans  and 
strikes  and  all  the  other 
colourful  paraphernalia  that 
is  the  style  of  student 
protest  in  1971  which 
changes  people's  minds.  I 
can  only  believe  that  those 
who  don't  understand  this 
are  misguided  innocents  if 
they  call  me  reactionary 
because  I  do.

poem  about  his  daughter, 
drew  applause  from  an 
a  1 1  e  n  t  ive  audience.  The 
emotion,  the  great  love  he 
has  for  his  girl-child  is  so 
very  explicit. 

He  read,  then,  "The 
Bull-Calf"  which  he  said  is 
often  misinterpreted,  and 
that  what  it  says  is  that 
"beauty  is  an  assassination 
of  pride."  He  described  for 
us  the  actual  happening  of 
the  slaughter  of  the 
bull-calf,  as  he  had  seen  it, 
described  the  "sepulchral 
gurgle"  of  the  calf's  insides. 

Then  he  told  us  we  are 
all  murderers,  and  we 
lapped  it  up.  He  described 
in  "Cain"  how  he  took  his 
son's  air  rifle  from  the  child 
and  killed  a  bull  frog. 
"Murder  is  a  profession,  our 
vocation  —  it's  what  we're 
really  good  at." 

While  he  was  giving  a 
very  emotion-filled  and 
dynamic  reading  of  a  poem 
called  "Mahogany  Red"  I 
thought  "How  bitter  he  is." 
I  had  barely  finished 
noticing  the  fact,  when  he 
ended  the  poem,  the  last 
lines  of  the  work  calling 
itself  a  "bitter,  inaccurate 
poem". 

He  then  moved  on  to 
some  poems  from  his  latest 
volume,  Nail  Polish,  which 
were  lighter  than  the 
mind-devastaters  which  had 
come  before.  There  was 
"The  End  of  the  White 
Mouse"  and  "Shakespeare" 
and  "Family  Portrait." 

And      then      Layton 


offered  to  lay  bare  his  soul 
to  all  of  us  with  an  open 
question  period,  but  few  of 
the  Associates  of  Erindale 
responded  to  the  challenge. 
Perhaps  they  had  been 
boggled  by  Layton's 
emotional,  dynamic 
performance.  Perhaps  they 
were  bored;  I  couldn't  say. 
About  four  questions  were 
asked,  one  of  them  by  me. 

In  answer  to  one 
question  he  spoke  about  the 
so-called  subversiveness  of 
poetry.  He  explained  that 
poetry  is  subversive  because 
it  breaks  down  the  social 
rigidities  that  man  has 
learned  and  allows  him  to 
"be  free."  Poetry  is  "a 
whole  man  responding  to 
what  is  out  there".  It  is  "a 
thinking,  feeling,  sensual 
man  responding  to  the 
world." 

Someone  asked  him 
about  Leonard  Cohen. 
Audience  laughter.  Layton 
laughter.  Layton  believes 
strongly  that  there  is  no  one 
more  promising  than  Cohen, 
but  that  "his  future  is  all  in 
the  past."  He  thinks  that 
Cohen  has  lost  the  "radical 
innocence"  that  is  so 
necessary  to  balance  the 
"pain  and  horror  of  living." 
Layton  said  that  Cohen  is 
the  most  successful  of 
Canadian  poets,  with  the 
understanding,  of  course,  of 
three  facets  —  poetry, 
novels  and  songs. 

Asked  what  he  thought 
of  Cohen's'  songs,  Layton 
said    that    the    songs    were

Erindalian:  How  were  you 
picked  to  be  the  secretary 
forUni  100? 

Gerry  Sterling:  Just  lucky 
(?)  I  guess  —  actually,  one 
of  the  professors  in  Uni  100 
approached  me  early  last 
summer,  and  for  reasons  of 
their  own  asked  if  1  would 
be  interested. 

Erin:  Did  you  have  any 
feelings  in  the  beginning 
about  the  course? 
G.S.:  Naturally,  many  and 
mixed.  To  begin  with,  an 
Academic  Secretary  has 
very  little  insight  as  to 
st  ud  ent-professor 
relationships  unless  she 
herself  has  attended 
University,  therefore  I  had 
to  take  a  self-administered 
"crash"  course. 

Secondly,  the 
professors  didn't  have  any 
set  format  —  nor  did  they 
WANT  any,  therefore,  I 
couldn't  conceive  how 
anyone  was  going  to  learn 
anything! 

Also,  I  thought  it  would 
be  a  terrific  challenge,  and 
the  more  the  professors  (not 
involved  with  Uni  100)  and 
other  various  personnel 
spoke  and  questioned  me  — 
many  times  in  a  negative 
manner,  the  more  I  wanted 
to  see  just  how  this  whole 
project  would  unfold. 

And  lastly,  when 
speaking  and  listening  to  the 
students  as  they  came 
inquiring,  and  signing  up  for 
the  course,  I  at  first  was 
rather  ill  at  ease  with  them, 
they  were  asking  me  a  lot  of 
questions,  and  wanted 
answers  that  I  didn't  have. 


Erind:  Have  your  opinions 
changed  any?  If  so,  why? 
(Please  give  examples  to 
illustrate  the  reasons). 
G.S.:  My  opinions  have 
changed  in  some  instances, 
the  original  thoughts  I'd 
formed  as  to  student- 
professor  relationships  have 
changed  —  the  students  of 
Uni  1 00  have  a  most  unique 
relationship,  one  in  which 
the  students  enjoy  a  closer 
comradeship-  I  don't  know 
if  all'  university  professors 
would  enjoy  such  close 
relationships  with  students, 
but  the  present  four  most 
certainly  do. 

Now  I  see  WHY  no  set 
format  was  ever  decided 
upon  —  that  in  itself  is  the 
centre  of  how  the  students 
learn  on  their  own  —  the 
students  were  allowed  to 
"tread  water"  until  they  felt 
like  swimming,  and  then 
only  swim  in  the  depth  they 
desire.  —  In  other  words 
they  have  freedom  of 
choice,  freedom  to  utilize 
their  choice(s)  —  I  might 
add  this  "freedom"  at  the 
beginning  scared  off  a  few 
students. 

Erind:  Do  you  think  that 
the  students  of  Uni  100  are 
somehow  different  from  the 
rest  of  the  student  body 
(more  mature,  or  more 
involved,  or  less  energetic, 
etc)? 

G.S.:  The  only  way  I  think 
the  students  may  be 
"different"  is  that  one 
quality,  —  independence,  is 
more  magnified.  Some  may 
be  more  mature  than  others, 
this    would    be    so    in    any 


group  of  people,  they  are 
WILLING  to  .  be  involved. 
Energetic?  -  do  you  ask 
this  because  they  lie  down 
to  learn  rather  than  sit  in  a 
chair? 

Erind:  Has  the  course  been 
a  success  or  failure? 
G.S.:  This  should  be  is  — 
not  has  -  yes,  I  firmly 
believe  it  is  a  success, 
according  to  what  the 
professors  and  students  have 
in  mind.  -  By  whose 
standards  do  you  make  an 
experimental  course  such  as 
this  a  success  or  failure?  —  if 
the  majority  of  students  say 
without  hasitation  —  "I've 
really  gotten  something 
from  this  opportunity"  — 
isn't  that  a  success? 
Erind:  What  conclusions 
would  you  draw  from  the 
experience? 

G.S.:  I  believe  the  students 
in  Uni  100  have  had,  and 
are  having,  a  fantastic 
experience,  and  so  am  I  — 
I've  learned  a  lot  about 
human  nature,  I've 
questioned  their  beliefs,  and 
they  have  listened  to  mine. 
Many  of  them  are  deeply 
involved  with  their  various 
projects  and  studies,  as  well 
as  being  involved  with 
human  relationships.  It 
would  be  a  terrific  thing  if 
everyone,  for  short  periods 
if  that's  all  they  wanted, 
could  take  their  shoes  off, 
sit  down  on  the  floor,  and 
listen  and  talk  about  things 
they  find  interesting  -  why  - 
don't  you  try  it?  -  Frizbee 
Hall  welcomes  you  —  and  so 
do  I. 


cliches  of  anguish  and 
despair,  but  that  they  were 
simple  and  pleasing  and 
easy.  Layton  said  that 
Cohen  "delights,  intrigues, 
baffles,  perplexes"  him  and 
that  the  younger  man  is  a 
man  of  "wit  and 
intelligence." 

In  a  sort  of  sum  up, 
Layton  said  that  "art  is  the 
opposite  of  neurosis",  that 
art  is  not  neurosis  as  so 
many  critics  insist.  Art  is 
growth,  while  neurosis  is 
circular.  He  said  that 
"Those  who  equate  art  with 
neurosis  don't  know  what 
the  hell  they're  talking 
about". 

Final  laughter,  as  he 
went  on  and  on:  "There  is 
no  point  in  repeating 
yourself  —  just  no  point  in 
repeating  yourself".  Layton 
laughed  at  himself. 

Irving  Layton,  the  poet 
is  beyond  reproach. 

And  Irving  Layton,  the 
man  is  unfathomable.  I 
found  myself  enchanted  by 
the  end  of  the  evening,  and 
was  very  sorry  that  not 
more  of  the  students 
attended  this  lecture  par 
excellence.  By  the  way, 
where  were  the 
representatives  of  Erindale's 
proud  English  department?
